Halifax has a centre to 
help save troubled youths, 
it just doesn’t have a per¬ 
manent place to put it. 

After two years, the Hal¬ 
ifax Youth Attendance 
Centre still doesn’t have a 
full-time home. 

Reporters questioned 
Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke about the centre 
Thursday because a 15- 
year-old boy accused of 
stealing two cars was 
scheduled to appear in Hal¬ 
ifax youth court Friday. His 
parents won’t be with him. 

“The police have spoken 
to the parents and the par¬ 
ents said that they didn’t 
want him any more, so 
the police could have 


him,” said Truro lawyer 
Andrew Begin, who was 
formerly representing the 
youth. 

“He’s in custody at the 
moment, until they figure 
out what’s happening 
with him.” 

When asked what youth 
supports are in the sys¬ 
tem, Clarke first brought 
up the Halifax Youth At¬ 
tendance Centre. 

The Centre was a main 
recommendation of the 
Nunn commission and 


opened in February of 
2007. It provides day 
school, counselling, life 
skills, employment train¬ 
ing and probation and bail 
monitoring. In short, it’s a 
place to get kids back on 
the right track. 

But the centre’s location 
has been up in the air for 
months. It used to be 
housed at the former St. 
Patrick’s High School on 
Quinpool Road, but had to 
be moved when inspectors 
discovered toxic mould. 


Clarke didn’t know the 
temporary location of the 
centre when asked Thurs¬ 
day. But he said his depart¬ 
ment is still searching for 
a permanent location. 

“I’ve worked within gov¬ 
ernment to look at poten¬ 
tial sites. Maybe a former 
school that we could 
make sure has all of the 
occupational health and 
safety matters addressed,” 
he said. 

The government had a 
tender out for a perma¬ 
nent centre to open by 
June. But that won’t hap¬ 
pen now. Government staff 
said there wasn’t enough 
money available to make 
that timeline, but they are 
still searching for a new lo¬ 
cation.

Sushi lovers now have a 
tool for figuring out if 
their meals are environ¬ 
mentally sustainable. 

As sushi grows ever 
more popular, stories of 
over-fishing and collapsing 
fish-stocks have jumped 
up. But Thursday Canada’s 
first sustainable sushi 
guide was released to help 
consumers make smart 
choices. The guide, re¬ 
leased by the Ecology Ac¬ 
tion Centre with its nation¬ 
al partner SeaChoice, pro¬ 
vides a handy checklist 
card of products to avoid 
and ones to target. 

The goal is to get cus¬ 
tomers asking where their 
food is from and how it’s 
caught. 

“Asking questions is the 
first step. And they may 
not have answers. But 20 
years ago you couldn’t get 
an organic salad, you 
couldn’t get free-range 
chicken or beef at a restau¬ 
rant. Now you can in a lot 
of the better restaurants. 
That came from asking for 
it. It came from consumer 
demand,” said Susanna 
Fuller of the Ecology Ac-

tion Centre. 

Lots of species, especially 
tuna and some kinds of 
eel, have taken a huge hit 
from over-fishing. Other 
concerns centre around 
the harmful ways some 
fish are caught, such as 
longline fishing, dredging 
and bottom trawling. 

Fuller said many restau¬ 
rants simply don’t know 
where their food comes 
from. 

“You also have a com¬ 


pletely clear conscience 
that you’re doing some¬ 
thing good for the oceans 
and (having) sushi restau¬ 
rants in the future. Be¬ 
cause the way that we’re 
going we won’t have fish 
stocks to supply them,” 
Fuller said.

Dartmouth High 
repairs urgently 
needed: Parents

From a leaky roof to 
mouldy water fountains, 
Dartmouth High parents 
say renovations at the Vic¬ 
toria Road school can’t 
wait much longer. 

The school advisory coun¬ 
cil said this week it’ll push 
to ensure the province fol¬ 
lows through on its promise 
to renovate Dartmouth 
High, which turns 50 this 
year. The Progressive Con¬ 
servatives announced on 
April 14 more than $11 mil¬ 
lion in funding to fix the 
school, part of $307 million 
for school construction and 
renovation across the 
province. 

“This was wonderful 
news for Dartmouth High 
and for the community; 
however, we are concerned 
that this project could be 
delayed... as we’ve seen this 
happen in the past,” Rachel 
Tabor, whose son is in 


Grade 11, told Halifax re¬ 
gional school board mem¬ 
bers Wednesday. 

“There have been no sig¬ 
nificant improvements in 
the past 14 years,” she said. 
“There have been minor re¬ 
pairs and renovations, but 
the school building ... has 
gone into decline.” 

That’s why parents want 
to see a “specific timeline” 
for renovations, Tabor said. 

Board chairman Irvine 
Carvey said he and his fel¬ 
low eight members “will 
work very closely with the 
community” to decide on 
how best to improve Dart¬ 
mouth High School. 

Board member Gin Yee, 
who represents the district 
where the deteriorating 
school stands, said Thurs¬ 
day it’s important that his 
colleagues “see the condi¬ 
tions at Dartmouth High.” 

But he pointed out the 
provincial budget still has 
to be passed. 

“These renovations are ... 
urgent,” he said.

PM supports Khadr jailing 

But court rules Canada must press for return of man held at Gitmo 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper continues to 
support the U.S. imprison¬ 
ment of Omar Khadr, 
despite a federal court or¬ 
dering him to seek the 
Toronto-born captive’s re¬ 
turn from the cells of 
Guantanamo. 

Federal Court Justice 
James O’Reilly ruled Thurs¬ 
day that Canada had de¬ 
nied Khadr his constitu¬ 
tional right to a fair trial 
and violated international 
law protecting children 
captured in armed conflict. 


“Canada had a duty to 
protect Mr. Khadr from be¬ 
ing subjected to any tor¬ 
ture or other cruel, inhu¬ 
man or degrading treat¬ 
ment or punishment, from 
being unlawfully detained, 
and from being locked up 
for a duration exceeding 
the shortest appropriate 
period of time,” he wrote. 

Highlighting the fact 
that Khadr was only 15 
when shot and captured by 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan, 
O’Reilly concluded that Ot¬ 
tawa must request that the 


“United States return Mr. 
Khadr to Canada as soon as 
practicable.” 

But when questioned in 
Commons Thursday about 
whether he will seek 
Khadr’s return, Harper 
said his government’s posi¬ 
tion remains the same. 

“The facts in our judg¬ 
ment have not changed. 
We will be looking at the 
judgment very carefully 
and obviously considering 
an appeal,” Harper said. 

Khadr has been in U.S. 
custody since he was shot 


and captured in 
Afghanistan in July 2002. 
Now 22 and the only citi¬ 
zen of a western nation 
still imprisoned, Khadr’s 
fate hangs in the balance 
as the U.S. Justice Depart¬ 
ment reviews his case. U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
ordered Guantanamo shut 
by January and the remain¬ 
ing 240 detainees will ei¬ 
ther be tried elsewhere, 
repatriated or taken to a 
third country willing to 
provide refuge.

curing their release. 

Neither Fowler, who 
wore dark sunglasses to 
the indoor event, nor Guay 
spoke publicly but their 
brief appearance helped 
comfort friends and loved 
ones worried about the ef¬ 
fects of their long captivity. 

“They appear to be okay 
physically,” a government 
official said in Ottawa. 
“We’re a little bit con¬ 
cerned that they did en¬ 
dure some mental and psy¬ 
chological abuse, but 
they’re now free, they’re 


safe. 

“I think there is going to 
be a period of recovery. 
Such an ordeal doesn’t just 
go away the next day after 
you are free,” he said, 
adding the federal govern¬ 
ment would ensure they 
got all the help they need¬ 
ed. “There’s a lot of people 
who will be there for them 
to provide any support 
they may require.” 

Another source said the 
pair are in remarkably 
good health.

Green living more 
than hobby for actor

It’s hard not to be charmed 
by Ed Begley Jr. — which is 
why he has become Holly¬ 
wood’s unofficial champi¬ 
on for green living. 

But he’s the real thing — 
no glitz, no makeup. Begley 
spoke yesterday at both the 
Ontario Energy Conserva¬ 
tion Leadership Summit 
and last night’s kickoff to 
the Green Living Show in 
Toronto. He has been an en¬ 
vironmentalist for almost 
40 years now, long before 
the red carpet went green 
and Leonardo DiCaprio 
(who calls him a “true green 
pioneer”) posed for Vanity 
Fair on a melting iceberg. 

He cycles to Hollywood 
parties. He took out a loan 
to buy a wind turbine in 
1981. (Even with his popu¬ 
lar role on the television 
drama St. Elsewhere, it took 
him 12 years to pay it off.) 
He grows one-quarter of his 
own food, including olives 
— which he cures. The 


white picket fence before 
his house is made out of re¬ 
cycled milk cartons. He’s 
written a book on eco-living 
and starred in a reality TV 
show called Living with Ed. 

He even married a 
woman named after the 
founder of the environmen¬ 
tal movement, Silent 
Spring’s Rachel Carson, al¬ 
though her role is to contin¬ 
ually foil his earnest plans 
with greater considerations, 
like fashion. (“She’s not an 
environmentalist,” he said 
of his wife, Rachelle Carson- 
Begley.) 

Green living isn’t just a 
hobby for Begley. It’s an in¬ 
formed passion. Just ask 
him about water quality, 
and he will spout off words 


like trichloroethylene (an 
industrial solvent used as a 
degreaser) and per- 
chloroethylene (a toxic 
chemical used in diy clean¬ 
ing) found today in ground- 
water. He agrees the science 
on climate change is daunt¬ 
ing, and the planet’s prog¬ 
nosis is bleak without an 
all-out commitment to cut 
greenhouse gas emissions. 
(By something like 90 per 
cent in Canada.) 

But he remains un¬ 
abashedly upbeat. “We can 
do this,” he implored. “We 
are at a point in histoiy that 
our children and grandchil¬ 
dren are going to judge us 
harshly for if we don’t do 
everything we can.”

Deadly suicide blasts hit Iraq

lief supplies in Baghdad, killing at least 28. 


Two suicide bombers 
wearing vests full of 
explosives blew 
themselves up in separate 
attacks on Thursday, 
killing at least 76 people, 
including many Iranian pil¬ 
grims, in what appeared 
to be Iraqs bloodiest day 
in over a year. 

Shortly after the two at¬ 
tacks, the authorities in 
Baghdad said they had ar¬ 
rested the purported 
leader of an al Qaida-affili¬ 
ated insurgent group, Abu 
Omar al-Baghdadi. His ar¬ 
rest, which has been re¬ 
ported before, could not be 
confirmed. 

One of the attacks oc¬ 
curred near Muqdadiya, 80 
kilometres (50 miles) 
northeast of Baghdad. The 
suicide bomber targeted a 
group of Iranian pilgrims 
in a crowded roadside 
restaurant at lunchtime. 


All but two of the 48 dead 
were pilgrims. Seventy-sev¬ 
en people were wounded. 

The other blast took 
place in central Baghdad as 
a group of Iraqi national 


police were distributing re¬ 
lief supplies to families 
driven from their homes at 
the height of the violence. 

Twenty-eight people 
died, and 50 were wound¬ 


ed, with at least five chil¬ 
dren and two Red Crescent 
workers among the dead. 
Some witnesses said the 
bomber was a woman.

UN sending aid team 
to Sri Lankan war zone 


COLOMBO UN Secretary- 
General Ban Ki-moon said 
Thursday he was sending a 
humanitarian team to Sri 
Lanka, where thousands 
are trapped as troops push 
to end to a 25-year war 
with Tamil Tiger rebels. 

Ban’s decision came af¬ 
ter the military said an ex¬ 
odus of 103,000 people 
from the tiny coastal strip 
had slowed, four days after 
troops blew up a barrier 
the Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam (LTTE) built to 
stop them escaping.

Are choices really green? 



' ermit the Frog had 
it right when he 
said, “It’s not easy 
being green.” We 
all want to do the 
right thing for the environ¬ 
ment, but it’s very confus¬ 
ing. We are constantly bom¬ 
barded with new “green” 
choices — compact fluores¬ 
cent light bulbs, organic 
food, bio-fuels and even 
greener packaging. But are 
these choices really more 
environmentally friendly? 

It’s trickier than it seems. 

Close examination shows 
the choices aren’t clear, and 
what we think is green 
might actually be worse for 
the environment. For exam¬ 
ple, organic foods are per¬ 
ceived to offer a better envi¬ 
ronmental choice — but on¬ 
ly if they aren’t transported 
thousands of miles. Fluores¬ 
cent light bulbs last longer 
and consume less energy — 
but they are loaded with 
toxic mercury lethal to hu¬ 


mans and the environment. 
Bio-fuels may create less air 
pollution — but they may di¬ 
vert valuable, needed land 
from food production, 
straining the world’s food 
supply. 

Even the much-promoted 
reusable grocery bag is a 
case study in how tricky 
green can be. Cotton 


in Canada are made from 
heavy plastic. 

Another not-so-green as¬ 
pect of reusable bags is most 
are made in China and 
shipped here when they 
could be made in Canada. 

Surprisingly, the much-vil¬ 
ified plastic shopping bag 
may be much better for the 
environment 
than people 
think. Why? 



reusable 
bags are very 
fossil fuel in¬ 
tensive and soil 
depleting. Ac¬ 
cording to the Pes¬ 
ticide Action Network of 
North America, 25 per cent 
of the world’s insecticides 
are used in the production of 
cotton. Perhaps that’s why 
most reusable grocery bags 


First, 

it’s usually made in 
Canada, eliminat¬ 
ing carbon-pro¬ 
ducing long-distance 
transport. Second, it’s made 
from clean natural gas pro¬ 
duced right here in Canada. 

And without plastic bags 
what will we do with our 
household garbage? Using 


your 99-cent reusable bag as a 
bin liner isn’t going to hap¬ 
pen, so now you’ll buy 
kitchen catchers containing 
almost double the amount of 
plastic of traditional bags you 
used to get for free. This will 
cost more and result in more 
plastic being consumed. 

Also what happens to that 
reusable bag when it tears or 
the handle breaks? Contrary 
to what we’ve been told, 
reusable grocery bags cannot 
be recycled in Canada. 

Ironically, traditional plas¬ 
tic shopping bags are easily 
recycled across Ontario in 
blue bin programs and at 
participating retailers with a 
real environmental ethos. 
These bags are recyclable, 
and they’re remanufactured 
in Ontario into useful new 
products like drainage pipes 
and garden edging — creat¬ 
ing much needed manufac- 
turingjobs. 

Even Kermit the Frog 
would be pleased with this 
green choice.

Tragedy provokes same knee-jerk reaction

A few weeks back I wrote a 
lighthearted column about a 
bus driver who clubbed a 
fake seal in front of protest¬ 
ers. I thought the story was 
hilarious, the bus driver did¬ 
n’t do anything that bad, and 
people should lighten up. 

Of course, everyone was 
stunned this week when the 
once humorous story turned 
tragic. The Metro Transit 
driver, Dann Little, was fired 
last Friday and committed 
suicide the next day. 

I’ve talked to some of lit¬ 
tle’s coworkers in the past 


week and it seems the fallout 
from the seal event took its 
toll. Some website com- 
menter’s and radio call-in 
show guests lashed out, call¬ 
ing Little crazy and saying he 
should be fired. 

Some of the seal hunt pro¬ 
testers even called for him to 
be charged, even though 
they knew—or should have 
known — he committed no 
criminal act. 

It must have felt crushing. 
Little never got a fair shake, 
and unfortunately now peo¬ 
ple are taking the same knee- 
jerk condemnation reaction 
against Metro Transit. 

I don’t agree with the deci¬ 
sion to fire Little. I think it 
was an overreaction. But I’m 
not going to tell the person 
or people who made the de¬ 
cision they’ve got blood on 
their hands. There was no 
way they could have predict-

ed Little’s suicide and can’t 
be held responsible. 

It’s too easy to blame 
Metro Transit for making a 
choice many people would 
have made, and it pulls at¬ 
tention away form real issues 
that seem to need fixing. 

Little’s family has reported 
he was afraid to tell his boss¬ 
es he was on anti-depres¬ 
sants. Drivers I’ve talked to 
also have the view stiffer 
punishments recently are 
coming from city hall to tiy 
to stamp out bad PR. These 
issues demand answers. 

None of us know what was 
going through Little’s head, 
or what buildup of causes led 
to his decision. It’s great to 


see an outpouring of support 
for him from website com- 
menter’s and call-in show 
guests now, but the playing 
of judge, jury and execution¬ 
er for Metro Transit isn’t do¬ 
ing him any favours. It’s just 
more of the same that helped 
get us where we are now. 

By all accounts Little was a 
hilarious guy and popular 
driver. His death was tragic 
and avoidable. It’s easy to 
point fingers, but it’s better 
to try to prevent this from 
happening again.

Zen and the art of email 


stress Millions of Americans 
at this veiy moment are on¬ 
line, scrolling, reading and 
typing at their computers. 

Many more are receiving 
and sending emails or text 
messages via cellphones and 
BlackBenys. 

But despite all this activity, 
most of these people are get¬ 
ting veiy little done, says 
stress-reduction expert Soren 
Gordhamer in his book 
“Wisdom 2.0 — Ancient Se¬ 
crets for the Creative & Con¬ 
stantly Connected.” 

While people constantly 
update their Faceboolc pages 
and co-workers sitting just 
feet apart communicate on 
Twitter, Gordhamer con¬ 
tends this widespread use of 
technology is actually mak¬ 
ing the U.S. less connected 
and creative than ever. 

One of the key messages in 
the book is there is some¬ 
thing missing in the lives of 
millions of anxious techno¬ 
users across the country. 

“The something that is 
missing is not more tools or 
technologies, but the state of 
our consciousness,” Gord¬ 
hamer writes. “It is the 
lack of connection to 
the place inside us of 
ease and focus — the 
creative mind.” 

But while some people 
turn to technology to fill 
a void, Gordhamer says it 
has also become one of 


the biggest sources of stress 
for the average American, 
with the Internet providing a 
particular challenge. 

But avoiding technology is 
not the answer, Gordhamer 
writes. Instead, he presents 
ways to regain control of it. 

Gordhamer, who teaches 
stress-reduction techniques, 
suggests readers incorporate 
Eastern meditative practices 
to help ease the frantic anxi¬ 
ety produced by high-speed 
techno-culture. 

Using many Zen Buddhist 
and Sufi parables, the book 
recommends a “middle way” 
approach for the modem 
worker, with a range of activ¬ 
ities like breathing exercises 
and five-minute meditations 
to increase focus and aware¬ 
ness. 

There’s even a session on 
insomnia and a quick guide 
for “mindfulness” emailing, 
in which readers are advised 
to sit upright, take deep 
breaths and slow the pace of 
communication, or delay 
sending the message for a 
day or two.

The Bank of Canada said 
Thursday it is unlikely to 
adopt any unconventional 
policies before June, if at 
all, to stimulate the econo¬ 
my now that the bank has 
run out of room to cut in¬ 
terest rates. 

At the same time, the 
central bank provided a 
framework for use of such 
measures, which include 
an expansion of money 
supply through purchasing 
financial assets in the mar¬ 
ket, known as quantitative 
easing, and rescuing pri¬ 
vate-sector credit markets, 
which it calls credit easing. 

It spoke of the “need for 
prudence in the use of 
these instruments,” which 
have had some success in 
the United States, Britain 
and Switzerland. 


Clearly concerned about 
the possibility of over¬ 
shooting if it did engage 
unconventional measures, 
the bank cited “consider¬ 
able uncertainty with re¬ 
spect to the size and tim¬ 
ing of the economy’s re¬ 
sponse to these measures.” 

The bank provided mar¬ 
kets with few clues on the 
likelihood of ever imple¬ 
menting such measures, 
the types of securities it 
might target first or the 
size of such purchases. 

It said it would an¬ 
nounce any planned pur¬ 
chases at the bank’s sched¬ 
uled rate announcements, 
the next one being June 4. 
It would also announce the 
size of purchases it would 
make until the next fixed 
date. reuters

Oil power balance shift? 


For decades, Middle East 
oil producers have had 
their Asian customers over 
a barrel: With few alterna¬ 
tives to Gulf crude and lit¬ 
tle bargaining power, they 
paid up to $6 more for 
their oil than U.S. or Euro¬ 
pean refiners. 

But the rapid expansion 
of Chinese and Indian de¬ 
mand, growing Gulf invest¬ 
ment in Asian refineries 
and a concerted effort to 
wield more pricing clout 


have gradually ground 
down the so-called “Asian 
premium,” long a topic of 
consumer nation angst. 

Now, with Asia expected 
to lead the world out of re¬ 
cession, and new non- 
OPEC crude supplies head¬ 
ing into the region from 
Kazakhstan, Brazil and Su¬ 
dan, the balance of oil pric¬ 
ing power will shift even 
further East. That may not 
eliminate the premium al¬ 
together, but analysts say 


it is unlikely to expand 
again soon. Rarely official¬ 
ly discussed or acknowl¬ 
edged, the Asian oil premi¬ 
um has dwindled to an av¬ 
erage of less than $1 per 
barrel over the past two 
years. The premium is de¬ 
termined in large part by 
the official selling prices 
set by Saudi Arabia, Iran, 
Iraq and Kuwait, which 
supply about 15 per cent of 
the world’s crude among 
them. reuters

Huskies star among four men nominated for CIS athlete of the year

When the Saint Mary’s 
Huskies recruited Marc 
Rancourt, there was 
hardly a bidding war for 
his services. 

“If everyone is honest, 
teams weren’t all over 
him,” recalls Huskies 
head coach Trevor Stien- 
burg. “There were maybe 
three teams (in the coun¬ 
try) after him.” 

Rancourt was just an¬ 
other university recruit 
from the Canadian Hock¬ 
ey League who had pro¬ 
duced a respectable — but 
hardly eye-catching — 78 
points in 68 games as an 
over-ager with the 
Belleville Bulls in 2004-05. 

Four seasons later, he is 
coming off a dominant 
campaign and is one of 
four male nominees for 
Canadian Interuniversity 
Sport’s top prize: the BLG 
Award for athlete of the 
year. 

“Coming out of junior, I 
was just hoping to get a 
good education, maybe 
give (the Huskies) a 
chance at winning a 
championship,” Rancourt 
says. “But in terms of indi¬ 
vidual success, I didn’t ex¬ 
pect to do as well as I’ve 
done so far.” 

The six-foot-one, 200- 
pound forward from 
Gloucester, Ont., pro¬ 
duced a nation-leading 57 
points in just 28 games 
with the Huskies — near¬ 
ly 140 points pro-rated 
over a junior-length 
schedule — and was 
named CIS men’s hockey 
MVP. 

“He found a niche 
here,” Stienburg says. 
“This league was perfect 


for him. I don’t think any¬ 
body, himself, his par¬ 
ents, anybody, thought he 
would be as dominant as 
he was.” 

Rancourt’s best assets 


are his work ethic, cere¬ 
bral hockey sense and 
slick 1-on-l stickhandling 
moves. 

“He can blink and make 
guys move,” Stienburg 


says. 

Dalhousie track-and- 
field star Adrienne Power 
captured the BLG in 2004- 
OS and is the only winner 
from a Nova Scotia school

Ante Jazic can’t shake the 
injury bug. 

The Chivas USA defender 
has been sidelined with a 
concussion since the start 
of the Major League Soccer 
season after taking a soc¬

Jazic, a

Women feeling heat

A silver medal is usually 
reason to celebrate, but in 
Canadian hockey, it puts a 
team under the 
microscope. 

The senior women’s team 
is finding out the hard way 
after falling to the United 
States in the gold-medal 
game at the IIHF world 
championship in Finland 
on Easter weekend. 

“For a lot of nations to get 
a medal at the world cham¬ 
pionship — whatever 
colour — they’re happy,” 
said Johnny Misley, Hockey 
Canada’s executive vice- 
president. “Not with us. If 
we don’t (win gold), we’re 
going to ask a lot of ques¬ 
tions.” 

With the 2010 Olympics 
around the comer, Misley is 
leading a review of the pro¬ 
gram to ensure it delivers 
on its promise as one of the 
countiy’s best hopes for 
gold in Vancouver. 


That process occurs after 
eveiy season, but Misley has 
taken the unusual step of 
setting a completion dead¬ 
line of next week. If 
changes are necessary, they 
will be made before 2009-10 
camp opens on May 25 in 
Dawson Creek, B.C. 

The 4-1 loss was Canada’s 
second straight setback in 
the world championship fi¬ 
nal and third in the past 
four tournaments. Canada, 
which has won gold at 11 of 
15 world championships 
and Olympics, had 
outscored its opponents 30- 
2 coming into the game and 
beat the U.S. 2-1 in the 
round robin. 

“We were the far better 


team (than the U.S.) in that 
round-robin game. 

“For some reason, 48 
hours later, we laid a golden 
egg, or, pardon the pun, in 
this case, a silver egg.” 

After the loss, head coach 
Melody Davidson publicly 
questioned whether she 
should keep her job. Misley 
said coaching is just one of 
the elements that will be 
examined. 

“How could we have done 
so well and all of a sudden 
just tighten up and have 
everything fall apart?” he 
said. “The coaches and play¬ 
ers are accountable for 
what happened. The de¬ 
briefing process will expose 
a number of those areas.”

Kuliga said player agent¬ 
ing is tough regardless of 
being a man or a woman. 

“It’s very competitive,” 
she said. “There are about 
800 or so certified agents 
and I think it’s something 
like 20 per cent of the 
agents represent 80 per 
cent of the players. 

“I see it not so much that 
it’s more difficult as a fe¬ 
male. I see it’s more diffi¬ 
cult as a small boutique 
firm out there when you’re 
competing against the big 
firms. 

“As a woman I can hon¬ 
estly say I’ve never been 
treated with disrespect 
from general managers or 
scouts.

She began her career pro¬ 
viding marketing support 
for players starting in 1994, 
starting with Flutie while 
he was with the Calgary 
Stampeders, before branch¬ 
ing out on her own and 
forming K Sports & Enter¬ 
tainment. 

“I always say it’s the 
Josephine Maguire (stoiy),” 
she said. “In the back of my 
mind I always wanted to be 
an agent.”

But working 
with laugh-happy Gervais 
proved tricky. 

“The worst thing about 
Ricky as a director is that if 
something is funny at all, 
he breaks and laughs and 
ruins your take,” Garner 
says. “I would say, ‘It’s your 
movie. Just go in another 
room and let me just do it.’”

You wouldn’t assume from 
its title that Fighting has 
surprisingly little conflict. 
I’m not talking about 
drag-down, split-lip knuck¬ 
ledusters. Oh, there’s plen¬ 
ty of that. But in-between 
those striking sequences, 
Fighting is flat-out 
stagnant. 

Directed by punk musi- 
cian-turned-filmmalcer Di¬ 
to Montiel, Fighting tells 
the story of street-wise 
Shawn (Channing Tatum), 
a money-hungry hustler 
(with a seeming inability 
to form facial expressions) 
who discovers the world 
of underground fist-fight¬ 
ing through a con man 
named Harvey (Terrence 
Howard).

Of course, here’s where 
the cliches start adding 
up: Shawn (inspired by 
Rocky Balboa perhaps?) 
charms a single working 
mom with his dull-headed 
honesty while the film 
builds to an obvious 
championship battle 
against his nemesis — a 
former team member 


from his wrestling days 
back in Alabama. 

It seems Shawn may be 
the jealous type. 

Which brings me to 
Fighting’s main flaw — 
motive or lack there of. 
While Montiel surely has a 
knack for capturing some 
compelling combat on 
film, Fighting doesn’t give 
us enough baclcstory or a 
reason to understand why 
or how Shawn has gotten 
to this lot in life. 

However, where Montiel 
lacks in establishing pur¬ 
pose, he does counteract 
with a slightly engaging 
homage to gritty pre-Giu¬ 
liani Manhattan. Accompa¬ 
nied by a cool ’70s-era 
soundtrack, the film feels 
dirty and the characters 
call back to an earlier New 
York. 

When one annoying 
street-lady rambles on 
about Manhattan’s new de¬ 
velopments in Harvey’s 
presence, he simply says, 
“move on, lady.” 

Unfortunately for Mon¬ 
tiel, so will movie audi¬ 
ences.

Between its infamous 
rescheduling out of Oscar 
season last year and star 
Robert Downey Jr.'s hilari¬ 
ous diatribe in Tropic 
Thunder about the perils 
of playing mentally ill on 
film, it's hard to watch The 
Soloist without that little 
golden guy tapping on 
your shoulder. 

Sure, Jamie Foxx makes 
a good schizophrenic 
homeless Juilliard dropout, 
but an Oscar-worthy one? 

While Foxx’s job as 
Nathaniel Ayers checks off 
all the boxes for a stirring 
portrayal of mental illness, 
there’s little spark to it. 
Too much of the effort

shows, leaving not so 
much a character onscreen 
as Jamie Foxx playing a 
character. He doesn’t dis¬ 
appear into the role so 
much as show it off. 

But Downey quietly 
steals the movie out from 
under his co-star. His Steve 
Lopez is a fantastic mix of 
world-weary cynicism and 
innate curiosity, trying to 
remain calm as the news¬ 
paper he works for — and 
the industiy itself — crum¬ 
bles around him. 

Unfortunately, he also 
suffers the moments 
meant to play for laughs, 
which come off as forced 
and out of place. And the 
repeated “comic” scenar¬ 
ios that culminate with 
Downey covered in urine 


suggest almost a fetish on 
the part of the filmmakers. 

But who knows? It’s 
based on a true stoiy, so 
maybe Steve Lopez really is 
that unlucky around urine. 

The one aspect of the 
film that may split audi¬ 
ences is the inclusion of ac¬ 
tual Skid Row residents 
and mentally ill shelter- 
dwellers, playing them¬ 
selves, making some 
scenes come off impres¬ 
sively like a documentaiy. 

While putting a real, hu¬ 
man face on the issue is 
laudable and eye-opening, 
watching Hollywood star 
Jamie Foxx in full home¬ 
less drag sitting among ac¬ 
tual homeless people is 
more than a little jarring 
and gives the film the un¬ 
fortunate aftertaste of 
stunt casting. 

But for all its faults, The 
Soloist is a quietly power¬ 
ful movie, with a satisfying 
if subdued conclusion.

While the full-version of 


Che is a full 4.5-hour beast, 
unleashed on audiences in 
other cities, the film is be¬ 
ing shown in two parts in 
Halifax. 

The first part of Steven 
Soderbergh and Benicio 
Del Toro’s impressive work 
begins playing today, while 
the second part will hit 
city theatres soon. 

Che is a biopic merciful¬ 
ly free of cliche, telling the 
stoiy of the world’s most 
infamous T-shirt icon in a 
manner befitting his 
achievements and failures. 

The first part of the film 
gives audiences the Che 


Guevara movie they’d ex¬ 
pect. Filmed in vibrant 
colours and rich mono¬ 
chromatic black and white, 
the first chapter tells the 
story of Guevara’s tri¬ 
umphant involvement in 
the Cuban revolution. The 
second film follows Guev- 
era’s failed attempt to bring 
the revolution to Bolivia, 
leading to a tragic finale. 

The two halves of the 
film play off each other 
wonderfiilly. Soderbergh 
expertly toys with audi¬ 
ence expectations without 
ever becoming manipula¬ 
tive.

Idol must stay No. l to keep Cowell

American Idol judge 
Simon Cowell says he will 
leave the most popular 
show on television if it 
ever slips from the top 
spot in the ratings. 

“The idea that for the 
next five years, I’d be doing 
exactly what I’ve been do¬ 
ing for the past five years ... 
the thought is just too de¬ 
pressing,” Cowell said in a 
recent interview in his trail¬ 
er, awaiting a taping of Idol 
at CBS Television City. “I’d 
go nuts, bored out of my 


mind. You have to evolve, 
you have to change. I like 
the challenge of launching 
something new.” 

With Cowell’s deal with 
Fox expiring at the end of 
next season, that some¬ 
thing new could be a U.S. 
version of his U.K. singing 
competition series The X 
Factor. When Cowell 
launched Factor three years 
ago, the show became a 
massive hit that has since 
supplanted American Idol 
predecessor Pop Idol. 


The Factor success was 
worrisome enough for Fox 
to forbid Cowell from 
launching the show in the 
U.S. while he’s under his 
current Idol deal. But all 
that could soon change. 

Asked if he’d want to stay 
on Idol if it slips from No. 1 
in the ratings, Cowell burst 


out laughing. “Absolutely 
not!” he said. “Being No. 1 is 
verging on an obsession 
with me. I don’t like being 
No. 2. I don’t mind when 
you start at No. 10 ... and 
you've got somewhere to 
go. But if you’re at the point 
you’ve reached it, of course 
you want to stay there.” 


Though the Idol audience 
has declined over the past 
few seasons, the show re¬ 
mains far and away the rat¬ 
ings champ. Factor, Cowell 
noted, has increased its au¬ 
dience every year, which he 
says suggests the U.S. is 
ready for another music 
competition series. 

“We have to bring in an¬ 
other music show,” he said. 
“In the U.K., there is more 
than one type of music 
show running throughout 
the year. And I think the 


same thing 
could hap¬ 
pen here, 
because for 
the fall, 

nothing re¬ 
ally hap¬ 

pens. It’s 
something 
we’ve been 
thinking 
about ... I would definitely 
do it now.” 

“Maybe it’ll be X Factor,” 
he teased. “Maybe it’ll be

Babs trusts Obama 


Barbra Streisand’s liberal 
political voice rose to a 
crescendo in last year’s 
U.S. presidential race but 
the singing legend says 
the election of President 
Barack Obama has 
allowed her to relax. 

During her 2006 singing 
tour, she was joined on¬ 
stage by an actor portray¬ 
ing former President 
George W. Bush as an inept 
fool, and in the campaign 
that followed she was so 
focused on seeing a Demo¬ 
crat elected, she said she 
went a little crazy. 

“I was so incensed, so 
passionate about having a 
Democrat in the White 
House, I was insane. I was 
just crazed,” Streisand told 
Reuters ahead of a new TV 
special and DVD release. 

“I trust this administra¬ 
tion. I trust Barack Obama 


and his intelligence and 
have faith that he’ll do the 
right thing,” said the win¬ 
ner of eight Grammys, two 
Academy Awards and nu¬ 
merous Emmys.

Streisand said she want¬ 
ed the event to be apoliti¬ 
cal and, to her pleasant 
surprise, so did Bush, who 
kissed her.

Tuna and Tomato 
Pizzas 

INGREDIENTS: 

3 tsp (15 mL) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

1 onion, minced 

1 can (14 oz/398 mL) 
crushed tomatoes 
1/2 tsp (2 mL) dried 
oregano 

Pinch sugar 

2 thick pizza crusts 

2 tbsp (25 mL) tomato 
paste 

1 can (6 oz/170 g) water- 
packed tuna, drained and 
flaked into chunks 

4 tsp (20 mL) capers, 
rinsed 

8 pitted black olives, 
sliced 

Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 
Fresh basil leaves 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 425°F 
(220°C). Heat 1 tsp (5 mL) 
oil in small pot over medi¬ 
um heat. Add onion and 
saute until soft, 4 minutes. 
Add tomatoes, oregano, 


sugar and salt and pepper 
to taste. Bring to boil, then 
reduce heat and leave to 
simmer, uncovered, 

10 minutes, stirring occa¬ 
sionally. 

2. Put pizza crusts on 2 
baking sheets. Spread 1 tb¬ 
sp (15 mL) tomato paste 
over each crust. Spoon 
tomato sauce over pizzas, 
then add tuna. Sprinkle 
with capers and olives. 
Drizzle remaining 2 tsp 
(10 mL) of olive oil over 
tops. 

3. Bake pizzas until crusts 
are crisp and golden, 10 
minutes, or following 
package directions. Sprin¬ 
kle with torn basil leaves 
and serve at once.
